This reprint includes all the 99 reviews 
published during the first four years of 
the combination in a separate bound and 
indexed volume.

The reviews are arranged alphabetically 
by the title of the work for easy reference.

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The McGraw-Hill Illustrated World Geog- 
raphy. Ed. by Frank Debenham with 
editorial assistance and a foreword by 
William A. Burns.

The McGraw-Hill Illustrated World 
Geography is, according to a prefatory 
statement by its editor, Frank Debenham, 
“not a mere summary of facts . . . it should 
appeal to many others besides the casual 
seeker after knowledge. For it is a com- 
posite of the considered opinion of a team 
of some 40 geographers, all of them ex- 
perts on the countries about which they 
write.” William A. Burns, assistant editor, 
in his prefatory statement, Geography in 
the Space Age, further indicates the 
nature of the volume: “We are chiefly 
interested, in this volume, in physical and 
human geography, with overtones of 
politics and commerce. One of the aims 
of this book is to acquaint the reader with 
the facts or data he needs at the moment 

. . geography is not just the naming of 
capitals, capes, harbors, and rivers. It is 
a vital means of understanding people and 
ourselves so that we can all live to- 
gether... .” 

Printed in Amsterdam and imported 
from England, the geography under re- 
view was edited by Frank Debenham, 
Emeritus Professor of Geography, Cam- 
bridge University, who is listed in the 
1960 Who’s Who as an authority who has 
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published widely in the field. William A. 
Burns, Coordinator of Popular Publica- 
tions, American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, has an established reputation, as is 
indicated by biographical data in Who’s 
Who in the East (Chicago: Marquis, 1955). 
Besides Debenham, listed as contributor as 
well as editor, 36 other contributors are 
listed with their positions. With four ex- 
ceptions, they are from the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations, the majority from 
colleges or universities in England. Two 
besides Debenham are listed in Who’s 
Who, 1960. There is no indication any- 
where in the volume of the particular 
entries or areas for which each contributor 
is responsible. 

Organization of the geography is by 
continent with the countries under each 
alphabetically arranged. Introductory ma- 
terial explains that “The selection of sub- 
jects for main entries has been made on a 
geographical, rather than political basis. 
Although, for example, Egypt and Syria 
are politically associated in the United 
Arab Republic, they are treated separate- 
ly, under Africa and Asia respectively.” 
The presentation of countries in alphabet- 
ical order within the continents produces a 
scattered impression, since neither geo- 
graphical nor political order has been ob- 
served. 

The continents appear in the following 
order: North America, Central America 
and the Caribbean, South America, 
Europe, Africa, Asia, Australia and 
Oceania, and the Polar Regions. For coun- 
tries which do not fall readily within any 
one continent, the method of grouping is 
explained in prefatory material How to 
Use This Book. 

Detailed explanations of how to use the 
atlas section and the sketch maps precede 
the main text. Here there are also careful 
definitions of geographical terms, expres- 
sions, and concepts, and a discussion of 





the biggest, highest, and longest geograph- 
ical curiosities and phenomena. A Con- 
tents section in two-column arrangement 
with names and beginning pages of infor- 
mation on continents printed in white on 
orange blocks, and countries listed alpha- 
betically beneath, facilitates location of 
material. 

With a few exceptions, the following 
subheads have been used under each of 
the main entries: What to See; A Table of 
Statistical Information; Physical Fea- 
tures; Climate; Flora and Fauna; History, 
Peoples; Languages; Soils; Agriculture; 
Mining; Industry; Trade; Education and 
Culture; Government and Administration; 
Religion; Overseas Territories; Cities and 
Ports; Transportation. 

The style is informal and popular with 
basic information needs of the casual 
reader or public school student provided 
under each subhead and special attention 
given to tourist requirements—the latter 
on an extremely selective and incomplete 
basis, however—in the What to See sec- 
tions. There are no bibliographies. Some 
three hundred black-and-white photo- 
graphs are well chosen to enhance and 
clarify the text. There are 31 excellent 
color plates all of which are good choices. 
Position of these color plates leaves some- 
thing to be desired, because they are not 
always placed as close as possible to the 
appropriate text. The illustrations are un- 
dated. 

Twenty-five pages of Oxford University 
Press maps follow the Index to complete 
the volume. Layer colors to show alti- 
tude and hill shading to emphasize con- 
tour make some of the maps appear diffi- 
cult to read, but in general they are simple 
and clear with well-marked legends and 
the type of projection shown at the bottom 
of each map. Insert maps add greatly to 
the coverage of the atlas section. Location 
of places indexed in the geography can be

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determined on these maps by the latitude 
and longitude figures which follow the ref- 
erences printed in boldface in Index en- 
tries. Two-color sketch maps, a majority 
of them product maps, appear throughout 
the volume. There is at least one for each 
main entry. Coloring of symbols espec- 
ially on the product maps sometimes is so 
pale as to make the sketch of little value, 
however. The sketch maps showing loca- 
tion would be more useful if a small 
locator map were added showing the con- 
tinent in question with position of the 
specific country indicated. 

For the purpose of checking accuracy, 
the entire section on Africa was examined 
carefully, since the countries of this con- 
tinent with their rapidly changing status 
and degree of development could offer 
maximum possibilities for error. With but 
minor exceptions data in the volume under 
review agree with those in the Statesman’s 
Year-book 1960-61 (London: Macmillan, 
1960) and with those in Europa Yearbook, 


1960, Volume u (London: Europa Publi- 
cations, 1960). Worthy of special note is 
the section Government and Administra- 
tion in each article dealing with the coun- 
tries of Africa; it is, in general, up to date, 
in many instances including political 
events known early in 1960 as scheduled 
to occur later in this year. Minor discrep- 
ancies relating to government may be ac- 
counted for by the press time of the 
volume. 

Terminology in general use concerning 
countries of Africa varies greatly, e.g., 
Nigeria is listed in Europa Yearbook and 
Statesman’s Year-book under “British 
West Africa.” Spanish West Africa is 
entered in Europa Yearbook as “Spanish 
Africa”; British High Commission is still 
entered as “British South Africa” in 
Statesman’s Year-book, 1960. Hence some 
variations in this respect in a book con- 
taining geographical information are to 
be expected; but these variations are likely 
to cause some confusion when cross refer- 
encing fails, as it does in the present in- 
stance, to call attention to the varying 
terms in common usage. 

Throughout the volume, only minor use 
is made of cross references. See also ref- 
erences are used in the text of the volume 
only to call attention to a main entry 
located elsewhere in the volume for the 
item under discussion. There are no see 
also references to related materials nor to 
additional information under other entries. 
See references are used only in the Index 
to indicate alternate geographical names, 
as Siam. See Thailand. Alternate spellings 
are indicated in the Index by brackets, 
each of two spellings being used as an 
entry, followed by the other spelling in 
brackets. 

Population figures are given without 
date or source. They are as accurate as 
might be expected in view of the explana- 
tory note in the introductory material; 
“  . based either on the latest available 
census figure, or the latest estimate avail- 
able from official sources at press time.” 
However, since exact press time is not 
known, and since there is no means within 
the volume of ascertaining which figures

| indexed. No basis of inclusion or ex- 
| clusion is apparent in many cases. Places 


mentioned in the What to See discussions 
in the Biggest, 
Highest, and Longest introductory section 
are frequently not indexed. Page ref- 
erences are sometimes misleading, indi- 
cating several pages of material where 


| actually there is but a sentence or two. 
| Because of these inadequacies of the In- 
| dex, the book fails to fulfill completely its 
| potential as the “quick reference” tool 
| claimed for it in promotional material. 
| Those seeking information on specific na- 


tive tribes of Africa, Dr. Schweitzer’s hos-

The format of the book provides clear, 
easily read text, largely in three-column 
arrangement in the body of the book, with 
type generally well leaded and on good 
offset sheet stock. Inner margins of text 
are insufficient to permit rebinding, and a 


| majority of the illustrations are bled on at 


least one side. Color plates are full-page. 
Stitching allows easy flat opening, but in 
view of the size and weight of the volume, 


| it is doubtful that it would stand up well 
| under heavy use. The cover is blue, sturdy 
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buckram with gold lettering on the spine. 

The McGraw-Hill Illustrated World 
Geography presents a wealth of geograph- 
ical information in an attractive and au- 
thoritative blending of readable text, pic- 
tures, and maps. It succeeds in its purpose 
of acquainting “the reader with the facts 
or data he needs at the moment” and per- 
mitting him “to travel vicariously.” In 
spite of the inadequacies of the Index, and 
insufficient use of see also references, it 
should prove useful to the student and the 
general reader. It is recommended for 
public and school libraries and for home 
purchase.

Birmingham, Frederic Alexander. The Ivy 
League today. 1961. 257p. Crowell, $4.50. 


The eight Ivy League colleges are appraised 
by a writer who spent three years visiting 
their campuses and comparing similarities, 
differences, aims, and accomplishments to ‘de- 
termine why they are considered at a level 
above other publicly and privately controlled 
colleges. Attention is directed to the under- 
graduate, liberal arts education with slight 


reference to the graduate schools. The assess- 
ment covers the caliber of the presidents and 
faculties, the approaches to curricular devel- 
opments and methods of instruction, the 
attitudes of students and their activities— 
intellectual, artistic, and athletic—alumni at- 
titudes, social rating, salaries, the physical 
plant, and the influence of geographic location 
on breadth of interests and outlook. The Ivy 
League girls—their role, influence, and atti- 
tudes toward the League’s men—are treated 
briefly. The presentation, frequently done 
with a light touch, indicates the author’s be- 
lief that Ivy League standards serve as an 
academic measuring stick for other colleges.

An extremely readable and rewarding study 
by one of the founders of the Age Center of 
New England, a nonprofit research center es- 
tablished in 1955 to collect information on the 
healthy aged in the U.S. The book, based on 
a study in which 1,000 volunteers between 
ages fifty and ninety participated, includes 
pertinent biographical material on several of 
the volunteers and in its findings on retire- 
ment, living habits and conditions, finances, 
attitudes toward death, and other questions 
explodes many stereotypes about the older 
person and his place in contemporary USS. 
society and reaches some surprising and en- 
couraging conclusions.

47:287, Ap 15 51) the author considers the 
question of sexual mores in the modern world. 
After a careful comparison of sexual patterns 
of other animals with those of the human 
species he demonstrates that traditional sex- 
ual mores in the West, and particularly in the 
U.S., are based on the erroneous premise that 
man’s sexuality is a regrettable manifestation 
of his lower, or animal, nature, and that sex 
relations have been regulated for the purpose 
of maintaining social and cultural institutions. 
Frank’s purpose, as stated in the foreword, is 
to focus attention on aspects that are gen- 
erally overlooked in current controversies 
and to provide some basis for reorientation.

Thelen, Herbert Arnold. Education and 
oe human quest.

A professor of education at the University of 
Chicago draws on his teaching experience, 
some of it as an instructor in the University’s 
laboratory school, for situations that illus- 
trate his views on education in the U.S. Be- 
ginning with the forthright statement that 
our schools are obsolescent, “judged by what 
could be done if we were to understand and 
apply modern knowledge to educational prob- 
lems,” he formulates a deliberately nontech- 
nical theory of education as an applied branch 
of social science, and states the practical im- 
plications of such an outlook. A disarmingly 
genial and conversational presentation which 
stresses the necessity for approaching educa- 


tional problems in the light of current knowl- 
edge of the nature of man and society, the 
dynamics of learning, group performance, in- 
tergroup relations and social action, and com- 
munity improvement.
